Adam’s Peak is one of the best-known mountains in the 
world, it having attained considerable notoriety owing to 
the excellent ground it affords for climbing expeditions. 
It is one of the most prominent peaks of the mountain zone 
which occupies the southern central part of the island of 
Ceylon, although not the highest. Adam’s Peak is 7,420 
feet high and Pedrotallagalla is 8,260 feet high. 
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
